world ;  and  to  do  such  other  lawful  things  as  may  be  in¬ 
cidental  to  the  carrying  into  effect  of  the  foregoing  purposes 
and  powers,  which  purposes  and  powers  shall  be  exercised 
without  any  pecuniary  profit  to  any  officer,  member  or  employee 
of  the  corporation  except  reasonable  compensation  for  services 
in  effecting  one  or  more  of  such  purposes  or  powers.

of 

SWEDENBORG  FOUNDATION 
Incorporated 


We  meet  again  after  a  year  highlighted  by  the  most  in¬ 
tensive  activity  within  memory,  moving  to  new  quarters,  re¬ 
constitution  of  our  office  staff,  and  modernization  of  equipment. 
\our  Board  has  held  its  monthly  meetings  regularly  except 
for  the  three  hot  summer  months,  during  which,  however,  the 
Executive  Committee  met  monthly  to  deal  with  an  active  agenda 
requiring  prompt  attention.  Most  of  your  directors  have  to 
travel  some  distance  and  take  time  out  from  active  business 
interests  to  attend  these  meetings  and  we  wish  to  record  our 
grateful  appreciation  of  their  sacrificial  devotion. 

Since  our  new  quarters  provide  warehouse  space  in  the 
same  premises,  we  have  collected  our  inventory  from  the  various 
warehouses  used  heretofore  and  are  able  to  operate  with  less 
stock  on  hand  and  at  less  expense.  This  accounts  in  part 
for  a  smaller  volume  of  printing  during  the  period  of  adjust¬ 
ment,  but  heavier  demand  has  reduced  our  inventories  in  the 
more  active  titles  to  low  figures  and  the  current  year  will 
involve  considerable  reprinting  of  these. 

Colportage  distribution  of  paperback  titles  has  continued  to 
intensify  and  we  now  have  18  active  individuals  and  groups 
dedicated  to  this  work,  which  has  involved  considerable  local 
newspaper  advertising.  A  10,000  copy  issue  of  Rev.  Wm.  F. 
Wunsch’s  new  translation  of  Divine  ProxAdence  in  the  Missionary 
Edition  is  being  actively  distributed.  Settlement  of  commitments 
pending  from  1960/61,  and  preparation  of  plates  for  both  mis¬ 
sionary  and  standard  editions  account  for  the  increase  in  the 
“cost  of  printing”  account  over  the  preceding  year  even  though 
actual  printing  costs  were  lower.  We  have  a  five  year  supply 
of  the  Standard  Edition  on  hand  and  have  not  yet  decided 
on  a  printing  of  the  new  translation  in  this  edition. 

The  paperback  news-stand  editions  of  Heaven  and  Hell 
and  My  Religion  continue  to  enjoy  good  demand,  and  we  are 
in  negotiations  for  a  similar  edition  of  the  new  translation  of 
Divine  Providence. 

Our  overseas  activities  have  included  noteworthy  con¬ 
tributions  to  English,  German,  and  Chinese  operations.  With 
the  Swedenborg  Society  Inc.,  London,  we  have  contributed  to 
the  progress  of  the  new  Latin  edition  of  Arcana  Coeleslia. 
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Grants  were  made  to  the  Swedenborg  Vcrlag,  Zurich,  to 
enable  them  to  improve  their  own  printing  plant,  and  publish 
a  new  edition  of  True  Christian  Religion  in  German,  and 
another  to  Mr.  Charles  Chen,  on  Formosa,  towards  translation 
and  publication  of  Divine  Love  and  Wisdom  and  My  Religion, 
and  a  new  issue  of  Heaven  and  Hell,  the  first  edition  having 
been  exhausted.  Mr.  Chen  has  arranged  for  the  serial  pub¬ 
lication  of  My  Religion  in  one  of  the  leading  newspapers  on 
Formosa,  and,  coincidentally  with  the  last  instalment  in  June, 
issue  of  a  paperback  edition  for  distribution  in  cooperation 
with  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Overseas  Blind,  net 
proceeds  to  be  applied,  at  the  suggestion  of  Miss  Keller,  to 
a  Mandarin  braille  edition  for  distribution  among  the  blind 
on  that  island.  We  continue  our  cooperation  with  Rev.  Shiro 
Torita,  in  Tokyo,  in  progressive  translation  and  distribution  of 
his  Japanese  publications. 

Talking  Books  of  the  titles  The  New  Jerusalem  and  its 
Heavenly  Doctrine  and  The  Spiritual  Life  and  The  Word  of 
Cod  were  made  and  distributed  among  thirty  libraries  for  the 
blind.  We  are  making  arrangements  for  another  of  Giles' 
Our  Children  in  the  Other  Life  during  the  current  year. 

A  new  Essay  Contest  was  arranged,  and  is  currently  in 
progress,  with  the  Princeton  Theological  Seminary.  The  topic 
this  time  is  The  Anatomy  of  Guilt  and  Forgiveness  as  Seen  by 
Swedenborg.  Another  contest  is  being  arranged  among  selected 
students  at  the  Japan  Bible  Theological  School  in  Tokyo. 
Tentative  inquries  have  been  received  from  other  seminaries, 
several  of  which  have  requested  sets  of  the  Writings  for  their 
libraries. 

A  series  of  “Faculty  Colloquies”,  an  official  project  at 
the  George  Washington  University,  has  been  sponsored  by  us, 
providing  for  luncheon  meetings  of  the  university  faculty  and 
other  educators,  to  be  addressed  by  leading  religious  figures. 
The  purpose  is  to  provide  “cross  fertilization”  of  religious 
concepts  among  an  outstanding  group  of  lay  educators.  The 
current  series  provides  for  talks  by  Dr.  H.  M.  Orlinsky, 
of  the  Jewish  Institute  of  Religious  Studies,  Dr.  Christopher 
Dawson,  Professor  of  Catholic  Theology  at  Oxford  and  Harvard, 
Dr.  Pitrim  Sorokin,  Professor  of  Sociology  at  Harvard  and 
Rev.  R.  I-I.  Tafel,  New  Church  Pastor  in  Philadelphia  and 
President  elect  of  the  General  Convention.  This  series  (Feb¬ 
ruary  through  May)  lias  already  elicited  enquiries  from  other 
institutions  regarding  the  availability  of  Swedcnborgian  lecturers 
to  address  their  student  todies.

Our  advertising  program  has  been  expanded  in  several 
directions,  notably  through  scattered  colporteurs,  with  increased 
distribution  in  new  areas  of  the  country.  Other  public  relations 
activity  has  included  presentation  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
of  a  scale  model  of  the  aircraft  designed  by  Swedenborg,  in¬ 
volving  a  TV  broadcast  of  the  ceremony,  and  distribution  in 
cooperation  with  the  Wayfarers’  Chapel,  of  10,000  reprints 
of  the  article  Religious  Offbeat,  bv  the  Rev.  Dr.  Earl  L 

Douglass,  which  was  published  in  the'  August  1961  issue  of  the 
Christian  Herald.  This  reprint  was  accompanied  by  our  own 
“slip-in"  sheet  commenting  on  the  article  and  outlining  the 

work  of  the  Foundation. 

We  have  undertaken  the  free  distribution  among  the  non- 
New-Church  clergy-  and  theological  students  of  a  new  10,000 
reprint  of  The  Gist  of  Swedenborg  on  behalf  of  the  lungrich 
Fund  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  acquisition  of  an  additional 

2500  copies  for  our  own  distribution. 

An  announcement  of  the  availability  of  an  article  entitled 
“What  is  a  Swedenborgian  ?”  through  Central  Feature  News 
Inc.  brought  requests  for  it  front  some  750  publications  through¬ 
out  the  country. 

While  visitors  to  our  new  quarters  have  not  been  as 

frequent  as  at  our  former  address,  appreciative  corres]>ondence 
is  in  ever  increasing  volume. 

We  regret  to  announce  that  Mrs.  Anne  Mariner,  employed 
as  Office  Manager  last  year,  was  obliged  to  resign  for  reasons 
of  ill  health.  We  take  pleasure  in  announcing,  however,  the 
appointment  of  Mrs.  Virginia  Branston,  a  member  of  the  New 
Vork  New  Church  Society,  formerly  Accountant  Manager  of 
Marconi  Instruments  Division  of  the  English  Electric  Cor¬ 
poration,  as  our  new  Manager,  and  look  forward  to  increasing 
efficiency  in  the  development  of  our  operations  under  her 
administration.

1.  Investments  are  carried  in  the  statement  of  net  assets  at  book  amount 
representing : 

(a)  Cost  as  to  bonds  (less  reserve  for  amortization  of  bond  pre¬ 
miums),  stocks,  etc.,  purchased  in  the  open  market. 

(b)  Market  quotations  (estimated  in  some  cases  where  quotations 
were  not  available)  on  dates  of  acquisition  as  to  investments 
received  as  bequests. 

(c)  Principal  amount  as  to  mortgages. 

2.  The  Foundation  has  a  one-half  interest  in  the  residuary  estate  of 
John  Hudson  Chambers  represented  by  assets  held  in  Canada.  The 
assets  are  distributable  under  the  terms  of  the  Will  after  the  decease 
of  certain  life  tenants.  Fixed  annuities  are  payable,  if  earned,  to 
various  beneficiaries  during  their  lifetime  from  the  income  of  the 
major  portion  of  these  assets,  any  excess  of  income  being  paid 
to  the  residuary  legatees.  The  income  from  the  remainder  of  the 
assets  is  shared  by  other  life  tenants  (or  their  surviving  widows), 
the  residuary  legatees  sharing  in  the  income  in  the  ratio  of  the 
deceased  life  tenants.

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Directions  for  the  Guidance  of  Persons 

Desirous  of  Making  Provisions  by  Will 
for  the  Uses  of  the  Foundation 

It  is  the  safer  course  for  such  persons  to  consult 
a  competent  lawyer  of  the  State  where  the  property 
may  be  situated.  Especially  is  this  important  if  the 
property  to  be  given  consists  of  real  estate.  The  laws 
of  more  than  one  State  provide  that  a  devise  of  land 
situated  within  that  State  cannot  be  made  directly 
to  a  foreign  corporation  for  charitable  uses — that  is, 
cannot  be  made  to  such  a  corporation  organized  or 
situated  in  some  other  State  or  Country  than  the 
State  in  which  the  land  is  situated.  In  such  cases, 
Fonn  4  (below)  should  be  used.  In  several  States, 
moreover,  no  such  devise  or  bequest  is  good,  unless 
a  certain  time  after  the  will  is  made  shall  elapse 
before  the  death  of  the  testator. 

It  is  impracticable  to  give  directions  which  will  be 
in  conformity  with  the  varying  statutes  of  all  the 
States.  But  except  as  for  those  States  whose  law 
requires  a  certain  time  to  elapse  between  the  making 
of  the  will  and  the  death  of  the  testator,  the  follow¬ 
ing  forms  are  believed  to  be  respectively  sufficient: 


Form  I 

Bequest  of  Money

(Here  insert  the  description,  which,  if  practicable, 
should  follow  that  given  in  the  title  deed,  in  order 
to  avoid  uncertainty.) 

In  Trust,  However,  for  the  following  uses  and 
purposes :  The  said  Trustees  are  hereby  empowered 
and  directed  to  sell  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  my  decease ;  and  to  pay  over  the  net  proceeds 
thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  Swedenborg  Founda¬ 
tion,  Incorporated,  organized  under  the  Laws  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  for  the  use  of  said  Founda- 
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tion  according  to  the  provisions  of  its  certificate 
of  incorporation,  and  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  York  affecting  the  powers  and  uses  of  said 
Foundation.” 


Form  V 

Bequest  of  Residue 

For  bequest  of  residue  estate,  after  payment  of 
debts  and  specific  legacies,  the  following  is  suggested : 

“All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate 
of  which  I  may  die  seized  and  possessed  or  to 
which  I  may  be  entitled  at  the  time  of  my  decease, 
whether  real  or  personal  and  wheresoever  the  same 
may  be  situate,  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  unto 
the  Swedenborg  Foundation,  Incorporated,  a 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  to  its  successors  and  assigns 
forever.”
